School Budget Set 
At $8.4 Million; 
Late Cuts Made

The School Committee approved a final budget c* 
$8.4 million Tuesday night after considering some last 
minute recommended cuts proposed by administration 
as a means of saving staff positions 

The total figure of $8,406,340 represents a 6 9% in¬ 
crease over last year's budget. 

Two weeks ago, after having cut some $253,000 
from overall requests from principals and departmen 
chairmen, the board asked Superintendent of School 
James Bruno Jr and Business Manager James Coon to 
draw up a priority list of potential budget reductions 
which would have the least impact on education 

In presenting that list at Tuesday's meeting, Coon 
said, "We carefully re-examined the budget for possi 
ble cuts in all areas other than personnel." 

Bruno repeatedly declared, "These additional cuts 
are all hard to recommend, and we do not like having 
to do so. However we feel the impact is a matter of 
degree, and these cuts will directly hurt students less 
than others we considered " 

Bruno added that he had asked directors and depar 
ment chairmen how they would make cuts in staff 
they had to and then used the input from them in draw 
ing up his priorities. 

Minimal Personnel Cut 

Of recommended areas where personnel might te 
cut, the board approved reduction of 1/5 of an elemen¬ 
tary physical education teaching position and of one 
guidance counselor 

The counseling position to be cut was not specifier 
Bruno indicated the probability that ore of the remain¬ 
ing individuals would divide his t me counseling 
students at all three secondary schools to take up the 
slack. 

The board refused even to consider -he recommen¬ 
dation to cut two elementary classroom teachers in ad 
dition to those already necessary due to the closing of 
Peirce School No motion to discuss this proposal was 
put forth. 

Board members split their votes in determining to re 
tain the position of early childhood coordinator and 
one-half of a home economics teaching position 

Textbooks Account Not Cut Further 

All of Bruno's recommendations in non-personnel 
areas were approved except for requests to reduce the 
textbooks account by an additional $5,000 and the 
teaching supplies account by another $4,000. 

The requested textbook reduction was defeated 
unanimously as the board supported member Ra> - 
mond Saracino's comment that they "should not cut 
one penny more from this account. We've aireadv 
crucified it enough and need up-to-date textbooks to 
keep up our educational standards." 

Bruno had explained that the account might be cut if 
new textbooks were purchased in stages over a three- 
year period. 

Non-personnel cuts which were approved include 
$5,000 from athletics; $5,000 from purchase and 
repair of equipment; $3,000 from special education 
transportation; $1,000 from audio-visual supplies; 
$1,000 from out-of-state travel; $750 from School 
Committee travel; $500 from principals' supplies; $350 
from after-school corridor supervision at the high 
school; and $200 from administrative travel.

by the Enrollment Studies Committee five years ago. 
She indicated that no students who currently walk to 
Robinson Park School are involved in the transfer. 

School Department Business Manager James Coon 
noted that a little growth in the areas of town serviced 
by Clark and Phelps Schools has occurred, while the 
areas serviced by Robinson Park and Granger Schools 
has grown tremendously. He indicated that similar 
population statistics should hold true for next year ac¬ 
cording to kindergarten registrations recently com¬ 
pleted. 

Both Mrs. Paleologopoulos and Coon said shifting 
the geographical lines for each school area should 
alleviate the population problems and accommodate 
elementary students for the next few years. Most cur¬ 
rent enrollment predictions frpm the School Depart¬ 
ment call for 155 fewer students in the system next 
year. 

Peirce students in the area east from Franklin and 
Annabelle Streets will be bussed to Robinson Park, 
Those in the area east from Poplar and Mill Streets to 
Rowley and east on Springfield to Amherst Avenue will 
go to Clark. Those living in the area east on Springfield 
Street from Colemore arid east to Annabelle and Hor¬ 
sham Place will go to Granger. 

Costs related to bussing these children are not ex¬ 
pected to add to the transportation budget at all, ac¬ 
cording to Coon.

Also included in the redistricting proposal is the re¬ 
quirement that all kindergarten students in the Butter- 
wood area off Adams Street begin school attending 
Clark. This neighborhood is presently split between 
Phelps and Clark Schools. 

Older siblings of these kindergarteners who present¬ 
ly attend Phelps will be allowed to continue there or 
will be accorded the option of changing to Clark so 
that all children in the family may attend one school. 
Coon declared that only a very minimal number of 
families is involved in this situation. 

Other recommendations included in the proposal 
emphasize maintaining the School Committee's ideal 
class size policy of a maximum of 25 for grades 
kindergarten through second and 28 for third through 
fifth. The sub-committee strongly recommended that 
aides be appointed wherever class loads exceed the 
goals. 

A final point made by sub-committee member Mrs. 
Dee Ziegert was that the School Department consider 
the possibility of equalizing the number of special 
education and collaborative classrooms among all the 
schools. 

Mrs. Ziegert pointed out that Phelps School now has

three special education classrooms and one col¬ 
laborative class housed in that building. With increas¬ 
ed class sizes next year and the requirement to 
mainstream these special needs children, the commit¬ 
tee felt housing so many of these classes in one school 
would not be advantageous.

Public hearings for the presentation of this redistric¬ 
ting proposal to parents have been scheduled for 
Wednesday, May 1 1th, at Robinson Park School and 
for Thursday, May 12th, at Phelps School. Both 
meetings will begin at 7 p.m. 

All parents of children in the school system are en¬ 
couraged to attend either of these meetings. The com¬ 
mittee plans to explain the reasoning behind their 
redistricting plan and to seek public input before sub¬ 
mitting a final proposal for approval of the School 
Committee. 

The next meeting of the full Enrollment Studies Com¬ 
mittee has been scheduled for Monday, May 16th.

Enrollment Committee 
Redistricting Plan 
Under Parental Fire

Citizen Speak Time at the School Committee 
meeting last Tuesday brought forth a storm of protest 
from parents of 62 Robinson Park School students who 
will be shifted to Phelps next year when Peirce School 
• closes if an Enrollment Studies Committee recommen¬ 
dation is approved. fSee related article this page.] The 
staged protest came one day after the announcement 
of the plan by the sub-committee considering elemen¬ 
tary redistricting. 

Known as the Barn Road Area, the eleven streets on 
which these students live include Cooper and its side 
streets from the high school to the 4-corner intersection 
and up Rowley and its side streets to 239 Rowley. 

A petition signed by 201 parents was delivered to 
the School Committee along with a prepared statement 
presented by neighborhood representative Mrs. Marie 
Lacroix of Wrenwood Lane. The group termed the pro¬ 
posed redistricting "impractical and unacceptable. 

According to Mrs. Lacroix, what these parents ob¬ 
ject to most is the brjef period of time allotted to devise 
a comprehensive plan for equally redistricting ah 
elementary students within the town. The group 
seriously questions why more time was not allowed fo’" 
a "thorough consideration of all ramifications. 

Barn Road area parents indicated their displeasure 
with what they term "band-aid quick-fix" and object 
strenuously to the proposal to shift students from their 
neighborhood who have long been established at 
Robinson along with those who necessarily must be 
moved when Peirce School closes. 

"A more reasonable solution would be to place the 
Peirce children at Phelps to allow time for a more com¬ 
prehensive redistricting study," their statement reads 
***** 

According to Mrs. Lacroix, four years ago these 
parents were told that redistricting would result in 
smaller class sizes, but children will be going to larger 
classes at Phelps. They do not consider appointing 
aides to assist teachers necessarily a good solution. 

They also pointed out that some of the children are 
participating in Title I math and reading progrargs at 
Robinson, but that this federal assistance is not ap¬ 
proved for Phelps. 

Another particular objection to the plan is that oni 
one elementary school principal was appointed to the 
redistricting sub-committee. They view this fact as a 
"clear conflict of interest" when one principal is so in¬ 
volved and the others are not. 

They also protested the fact that not every member 
of the redistricting sub-committee was given all perti¬ 
nent figures and information. In fact, two members or 
the sub-committee indicated that the proposal actual: 
presented to the Enrollment Studies Committee was 
not the one voted on by the sub-committee. 

In their plea for more consideration for overall 
redistricting, these parents noted that Robinson and 
Granger are at capacity, while about 150 vacancies ex¬ 
ist at Phelps and about 100 at Clark.

DePalma Condos Break Ground 


A formal ground breaking was held Wednesday for 
the new Mansion Woods Condominium located at the 
intersection of Route 57 and Route 75 at 562 Suffield 
Street, Agawam. Site work for the project is in progress 
and construction is now underway. 

Ralph DePalma, the local in-charge of the project, 
expects to have a sales office open on May 15th and 
the models in mid-June with the first units ready for oc¬ 
cupancy early this summer. 

DePalma Received Zone Change 

Last spring DePalma was granted the zone change 
by Town Council. The old Agawam Antler Club was 
once situated at the site.

would then, go before the Board of Appeals for ap¬ 
proval. 

If the permit is granted it may only be used for the 
business as applied for and would not be applicable to 
any other business in the home without another special 
permit. 

The Planning Board requirements for approval weigh 
heavily on the ability of the business to remain in "har 
mony" with the residential area. 

People seeking a permit for development would have 
to receive approval from both the Board of Appeals 
and Town Council. 

The permit would be issued after the developer 
reached a specific agreement on the nature of his/her 
proposed development and would be rescinded if the 
development varied from the proposal submitted to the 
Board of Appeals. 

Rheault Lauds (Plan 

Town Council President Donald M. Rheault lauded 
the new special permit as "the first time the town will 
have a chance to lock-in agreements with developers 
and have complete control over what is built outside of 
its present zoning status." 

The permit for tag sales is intended to curtail traffic 
hazards created by what police here term as "people in 
the business of running tag sales." 

The new special permit ordinance comes before 
Town Council May 2 and will require a two-thirds, ten- 
vote majority to pass to the Planning Board for a ma¬ 
jority vote there. After that, it would the return to the 
council for final approval, needing a majority vote.

Request Exec Session 
On Manager's Pay

Town Council President Donald M. Rheault plans to 
request an executive session at the May 2 Town Coun¬ 
cil meeting to discuss related job matters with Town 
Manager Edward A. Caba prior to a scheduled council 
vote to raise the manager s salary. 

Rheault said that while he would preter an open 
meeting, the executive session format will allow the 
council to engage in frank and efficient dialogue com 
cerning past job performance, present plans, and 
clarify policy between town hall and the council. 

Cabo declined making comment on the move to go 
into executive session. 

Rheault's comments follow a tentative retroactive 
salary increase of in Caba's salary of 5 percent for 
fiscay year 1981 and 5 1/2 percent for fiscal year 1 982. 

The increases, with a slight amendment, would bring 
the manager's salary from $35,000 to $38,850. 

Motions for the $3,850 raise, made by Councilors 
Frederick Narid and Walter Kerr, sustained an effort for 
tabling in a 7-5 council vote at the April 19*h meeting, 
but were stymied when Councilor Jack Shaughnessy 
charter objected before the vote. 

Shaughnessy's action prevented council action until 
the May 2 meeting. 

While Shaughnessy cited no criticism of the raise, he 
did take issue with some language contained in the 
manager's contract. 

Shaughnessy contends that the council should have 
additional time to review the contract because the pay 
hike was submitted to the council the night of the vote. 

He noted especially noted that the period for 
severance pay in the contract differed with the period 
cited in the town charter. 

Most councilors present at the meeting indicated 
support for Caba's pay hike. 

Final action on the contract is expected at this Mon¬ 
day's meeting.

FIRE-WISE 


By Russell Jenks

Children Enchanted By Fire 

Imagine how fire looks in the eyes of a child; glow¬ 
ing, flickering enchantingly, miraculously able to start 
out of nowhere and grow all by itself. No wonder 
children are entranced by fire - it's natural, healthy 
curiosity. Parents can repress that curiosity...or make 
their children fire-safe by giving positive training in the 
safe handling of fire. Here's one way to use positive 
psychology to prevent playing with matches. ^ 

At age four or five, it's time to begin a child's educa¬ 
tion into the wonders of fire. Before that age, the child 
has kept away from matches and lighters. Now's the 
time for parents to take the initiative. Saying, "don't 
play with matches" gives no positive information, 
makes matches a forbidden fruit, and doesn't explain 
the safe use of matches. 

Instead, guide the five-year-old's natural interest in 
fire. Teach that the match is a tool, with a specific pur¬ 
pose: lighting candles, outdoor grills, fireplace fires 
and other controlled fires. Fire plays a vital role in 
everyone's life; the child who early learns the safe use 
of fire is less tempted to play with it. 

Begin by teaching the child how to light a match. 
Under direct supervision, have the child to the follow¬ 
ing: 

1. Open package and tear out a match. 

2. Close cover and turn over to expose the strike sur¬ 
face. 

3. Hold the match and strike it away from the body. 

4. Hold match horizontally and let burn for a few 
seconds. 

5. Blow out and hold until cool to the touch (15 
seconds). 

Have the child repeat the procedure, over and over, 
match after match after match Continue the pro 
cedure until the child announces boredom and a desire 
to stop. 

Congratulations! You have just taken a child 
fascinated by the mystery of fire and the use of the 
matches an utterly dull, prosaic enterprise that is so 
boring it's unlikely the child will ever want to strike a 
match for pleasure again. What's more, you've made 
fire a "safe" subject for discussion with the parents 
instead of a forbidden topic fit only for peer experimen¬ 
tation. 

Now that the child understands matches, let him or 
her use them...but only under adult supervision. Let the 
child light candles and pilot lights, charcoal grills and 
fireplaces when such tasks need to be done...and ob¬ 
tain the child's promise to use matches only with an 
adult's permission and supervision. Again, the idea is 
to remove any sense of "forbidden-ness" which could 
drive an inquisitive child to explore on his own. 

As an added bonus, you're teaching your child the 
fire-safe way to peform many techniqus he'll need to 
know as a teen and young adult. 

A little child psychology can go a long way when the 
subject is fire. Teach kids to be fire-wise before curiosi¬ 
ty drives them to be stupid on their own...and give the 
gift of life!

Ray Swift Active Volunteer 

In his capacity as the eldest member of the Agawam 
Community Federal Credit Union's board, of directors, 
Raymond J. Swift contributes a lifetime's knowledge 
and experience in sales and business to the local 
finacial organization. 

Eighty-nine years young, Swift has served as a direc¬ 
tor of the local agency for the past four years. A retired 
metallurgist, he vividly recalls his diversified business 
background from the time he was a young man until 
his retirement. 

After his graduation from Springfield Technical 
High School, the country's first technical high school, 
Swift decided to enhance his technical knowledge and 
skills by acquiring an additional background in sales. 
Firmly believing that it is better to be knowledgeable in 
two different career fields, he proceeded to work nights 
while attending day classes at Columbia University, 
where he majored in sales. 

The intervention of World Wars I and II and the 
Great Depression, however, changed the direction of 
Swift's career plans, and he found himself employed in 
a variety of different jobs. 

Although exempt from active military duty during 
World War I, he served his country by training military 
personnel in the techniques of oxyacetylene welding. 
Once again, as a Navy Yeoman 2nd Class during 
World War II, Swift served his nation by inspecting and 
testing gas masks for the armed forces. 

In addition, he recounts being employed at thirteen 
different jobs in one year's time during the height of 
the Depression. Some of these included selling coffee, 
tea, encyclopedias, and working at American Bosch in 
Springfield. 

Swift reminisces about selling the very first pound of 
Maxwell House coffee in New- England, an account 
which was considered quite important at that time. He 
also supervised a staff of 22 men while selling Comp¬ 
ton's encyclopedias throughout the region. Employed 
as a metallurgist at American Bosch during World War 
II, Swift eventually became part of the metallurgy 
department at Perkins Machine and Gear Company un¬ 
til his retirement in 1963. 

Active Volunteer 

Besides his various business enterprises, Swift has 
been active in several civic and humanitarian 
organizations throughout the years. One of the original 
founders of the Springfield Gray Panthers, advocates of 
senior citizens' rights, he fondly speaks of his involve¬ 
ment in Workplace Democracy, formerly known as the 
Senior Citizens Involvement Committee. In the recent 
past, Swift has been a featured guest speaker at several 
retirement workshops where he counsels other seniors 
about the conditions and problems they may encounter

Watch Teenagers For Tooth Decay! 

Ah, the teenage years looked upon with great an¬ 
ticipation by the youngsters and with some feelings of 
dread by the parents. The wonderful teenage years 
when new vistas open up to the expectant youth; new 
schools, new friends and new found independence. 
Also, scientifically speaking, their teeth are most 
susceptible to decay during the three or four years after 
the second, c nd last, set of teeth comes through the 
gums. It is during this time span that they gradually 
build up resistance to decay because they are absorb¬ 
ing flourides and other protective substances from 
their saliva. 

Teenage predisposition to "junk food" and sweets 
heightens the likelihood of their developing cavities, 
since oral bacteria thrive on such foods. With their new 
burgeoning social calendars filled to the brim with ex¬ 
citing places to go and things to do, teenagers are 
always in a hurry; their mouth care invariably becomes 
a rush job. 

Most of the time they will make sure to somehow in 
some shape or form to keep their two front teeth look¬ 
ing fairly decent because after all who wants a rotten 
smile.

A Typical Success Story 


While the movie and television series Fame deal with 
aspiring artists who struggle with their professional 
training, the new picture Flashdance is an ode to those 
talented people who are able to learn their craft on 
their own. Unfortunately, the film's screenwriters 
didn't learn how to avoid the pitfalls of a familiar rags- 
to-riches tale. 

Flashdance tells the story of Alex (Jennifer Beals), an 
18-year-old woman who dreams of becoming a famous 
dancer. However, her professional experience consists 
of performing in front of the beer-guzzling patrons of 
Mawby's Bar, a drinking establishment located in one 
of the seedier sections of Pittsburgh.

management-labor relationship. Eventually, Alex does 
date Nick, and he discovers that she lacks the con¬ 
fidence to apply for an audition with a dance company. 
But in the end, Alex's elderly mother (Lilia Skala) con¬ 
vinces her to try out for the company, and, lo and 
behold, she gets an appointment for a much-wanted 
audition. Little does she know, however, that Nick ar¬ 
ranged the audition for her through a contact of his. 

Flashdance contains outstanding photography, 
dance routines, and shows the hard work that is re¬ 
quired for a person to become a good dancer. 
However, this film creaks with so many cliches that it 
becomes just another corny, typical, and predictable 
success story. Here are a few scenes which 
demonstrate the lack of originality that went into Tom 
Hedley and Joe Eszterhas' screenplay: 

- When Jeannie (Sunny Johnson), Alex's ice skater 
friend, does a bad job during a competition, she 
decides to become a topless dancer, thus prompting 
Alex to give her a lecture on how degrading this line of 
work is. 

- After finding out that her audition was the result of 
Nick's interference, Alex goes to her mentor's house to 
tell her that the audition is off. Upon discovering that 
the elderly woman has died, Alex decides to go 
through with the audition because she would've 
wanted her to. 


- When Alex performs for her audition, the judges 
react as if they'd never seen a good dancer before. 

Granted, predictable rags-to-riches stories can make 
good films and be entertaining; after all, look at the 
success of the Rocky trilogy. But whaTj makes 
Flashdance’s routine story worse is that we never get to 
know much about the characters, especially thp main 
one; in fact, the only thing we know about Alex Js that 
she's a talented dancer who goes to confessiop. But 
why does she live in a warehouse with her pet, dog? 
Where are her parents? How did the elderly wbman 
become Alex's mentor? If we'd come to know more 1 
about Alex, then we could understand and feel for her; 
but the way she's developed in the film, Alex comes 
across as the stereotypical pretty, young dancer who's 
bound to succeed while her friends fail. 

Nonetheless, Flashdance does reveal some im¬ 
pressive talent. Not only does she possess dancing pro¬ 
wess, but Beals makes a memorable film debut as 
Alex. In terms of filmmaking, director Adrian Lyne has 
certainly come a long way since creating Foxes, a 
lamentable 1980 drama about teenaged woman in 
California. 

Flashdance is the type of picture which demonstrates 
that while first-rate technical values can often capture 
the viewer's attention, they can't always compensate 
for flaws in the script.

Barn Road Residents 
Protest Redistricting 

PUBLISHER'S NOTE: At the request of parents involv¬ 
ed and to better inform the public to their particular 
point of view, the following is the proposal read to the 
School Committee Tuesday by parents of the Barn 
Road area. 

While, the parents of the “Barn Area" (as we are 
referred to) are aware that a redistricting of Agawam 
elementary schools is necessary, we feel that the pre¬ 
sent plan No. 3 is impractical and unacceptable. 

Completely Baffled 

We feel it is unfortunate that the children of Peirce 
School must be uprooted but we are completely baffled 
as to why more children from Robinson Park must be 
also uprooted. 

It seems unnecessary to place this burden on two 
groups of children. A more reasonable solution would 
be to place the Peirce children at Phelps School to 
allow time for a more comprehensive redistricting 
study. 

We feel the School Department should take this time 
to re-evaluate the redistricting of all of Agawam in¬ 
stead of applying a band-aid "quick-fix" to this pro¬ 
blem. Redistricting should accomplish these goals: A), 
a quality education for our children; and B) equal 
distribution of students throughout the town. 

Phelps School is about 200 children under enroll¬ 
ment. Moving our neighborhood to Phelps will only in¬ 
crease that enrollment by 62 children, after the fifth 
graders have moved on to Middle School. 

Our neighborhood meetings have brought forth the 
following objections: 

1. Four years ago, we were told that redistricting would 
result in a smaller class sizes. Our children will be go¬ 
ing to larger classes at Phelps. For instance, a second 
grade student at Robinson with 27 students would be 
going into third grade at Phelps with a class size of 
30-31 students under plan No. 3.

Insurance Man Replies To Melconian 

To The Editor: 

Senator Linda Melconian's report in the Agawam 
Advertiser'News of April 21st charging bias in the in¬ 
surance industry seems to show a one-sided viewpoint. 

She charges that sex-biased actuarial tables cost 
women considerably more money than men because 
women have a longer life expectancy! I assume from 
this that she is talking about life insurance. It is a well 
known fact in the insurance industry that life insurance 
rates are less for women for that very reason. It is also 
less expensive for non-smokers of both sexes. Should 
that be banned as well as discrimination towards 
smokers? 

While it is true women pay more for medical in¬ 
surance, it is also true that they are sick more often. 
People pay insurance rates based on the risk they 
represent. Isn't that as it should be? 

According to the American Academy of Acutaries, 
the pending federal legislation will increase the cost of 
life insurance for women by $360 million annually. 
Automobile insurance will increase by $700 million an¬ 
nually. 

As Senator Melconian brought out, young women in 
Massachusetts now pay the same amount as young 
men. That costs the young women drivers of this state 
a great deal of money. 

For disability insurance, men will pay $94 million 
more and women $30 million less annually. For health 
insurance, men will pay $151 million more and women 
will pay $16 million more when purchasing medical ex¬ 
pense insurance. 

Federal legislation H.R.100 and S.B.372 is being 
heard by the House and Senate Commerce Committees 
now. This social goal, unfortunately, will force women, 
on average, to pay more for insurance coverages than 
their statistical potential for loss would require. In 
automobile insurance, as we already have seen in 
Masschusetts, young women are subsidizing the young 
male drivers who have a 50% higher accident rate. 
This is a strange position for Senator Melconian to be 
so strongly in favor of. 

I urge readers to write their Congressman and 
Senators and let their feelings be known.

In other 
words, "seldom was heard a discouraging word, and 
the skies were not cloudy all day." 

Well, there wer a few discouraging words. The most 
threatening of an nad to do with the stubbornly high 
real interest rat^s However, the flow of money into 
equity mutual fur, Is has become very substantial in the 
past several months. This has been heightened by the 
flood of money into IRAs for 1982 and 1983. Even if 
this proves to be a seasonal byproduct of tax 
payments, the sharp increase in mutuol fund cash will 
supply liquidity for some time thereafter. Thus, any no¬ 
tion of a major market correction should be delayed 
until summer 

Investors may become confused and do nothing, 
resulting in a much more selective market with a 
downward tiias. It will be much tougher to make money 
in the stock market over the next several months. 

Our analysts believe the sideways movement of the 
stock market is bringing the first phase of the bull 
market to a conclusion. We still believe bonds are 
unusually attractive because of the extremely large 
real returns that exist and because we expect inflation 
will continue low. From this point forward, the major 
investment question for equity investors is what stocks 
to own, rather than whether to be fully invested or not. 

Investors' view of the economic recovery has reach¬ 
ed the cloudy patch.

diverse trends will be a gradual economic recovery, 
which is why we assign the white hats to this school of 
thought. We are not within a month or two of the point 
where either the white-hatted gradual recovery people 
or the black-hatted stronger-than-expected recovery 
gang are going to have to modify their stance.

All students at Agawam High School are required to 
read good literature wn*ten by The great names in the 
literary world.

The tall, slender righthander who earned the 
nickname "Snake" while hurling for Agawam High five 
years ago is back home after being released by the Na¬ 
tional League Cincinnati Reds baseball organization. 

The reasons cited for his release included that his 
once vaunted fastball which scorched hitters in high 
school at a 95 miles per hour clip had tailed off to the 
low 80's, and an abundance of young talent in the 
Reds' minor league corps had surpassed Riley, now 22. 

Nevertheless, a disappointed Riley believed he 
showed some pretty good numbers before getting cut 
-a 1.84 ERA in spring training along with the lowest 
ERA in the Florida Instructional League. 

"I felt pretty good and I was spotting the ball better," 
he said. But the Reds numbers game caught up with 
him. 

Thus, he's back in Agawam, the scene of his incredi¬ 
ble spring of 1978 when he pitched the Brownies to the 
brink of a Western Mass, championship on the heels of 
a 10-1 season and a brilliant ERA of 0.78. 

The scouts clamored around Harmon Smith Field 
with their funny-looking guns which clocked Snake's 
outstanding fastball In fact, they followed him 
everywhere he pitched and were most impressed with 
his lean 6-8 frame. 

Baseball will continue to be a mainstay in his life. He 
will twirl once again for the O'Malley Printers, a team 
he pitched to the Tri-County League title two years ago 
atter his first shot with the Minnesota Twins organiza¬ 
tion which signed him went aground. 

Snake is also donating his time to the Brownies varsi¬ 
ty and junior varsity baseball teams, whom he feels 
can greatly benefit from his knowledge of the game. 

Snake enjoys coaching kids. During the winter, 
months over the past few years he's been seen tutoring 
youngsters of the Agawam Athletic Association's 
basketball league before the horn sounded and it was 
off -to one winter training camp or another. 

Among his other immediate plans is to find a sum¬ 
mer job and possibly enroll in college. 

Given the same shot at pro ball offered him after 
high school, Riley said he would do it all over again. 
Taken in the second round of the June 1978 amateur 
draft by the Minnesota Twins, he spent two injury 
plagued seasons with Visalia of the California League. 

Snake's arm problems stemmed from a mechanical 
flaw in his pitching motion. 

As for Class A minor league ball, the life of long bus 
trips and $11 a meal money along with low pay had its 
obvious drawbacks. "I can see why guys who get into 
the majors go for the big bucks while they can," he 
remarked. 

Though a "dog-eat-dog" atmosphere existed among 
players trying to climb up through the Twins chain, 
Riley made lasting friendships with the likes of Kent 
Hrbek, Lenny Faedo, and Gary Gaetti, all of whom 
made their marks in the majors last year. 

Hrbek was the American League's Rookie of the 
Year in 1982. "Sure I wish it was me up there. But I'm 
glad they made it," he said in reference to his former 
Visalia buddies. "That experience will be something

Lake Champlain is a good body of water for salmon 
and trout fishing. Vermont and New York states have 
been involved in establishing a good salmonid fishery 
for the past five years. Mallard Bay is a hot spot for 
some good landlock fishing. If the landlock get fidgety 
and won't bite, then try for walleyes and large yellow 
perch. The coves in the area are loaded with large 
mouth bass and small mouths are there also. All in all. 
Lake Champlain offers many hours .of happiness to the 
ardent fisherman. It is about a five hour drive to Lake 
Champlain. The same time span for monstrous browns 
and salmon in Lake Ontario and if you like New Hamp¬ 
shire, four hours will see you on Lake Winnipisaki 
where the salmon and lake trout fishing is superb this 
time of year. 

In Massachusetts, another week of dry weather 
should see a big upswing in good fishing for stocked 
trout in the local streams and lakes. 

Turkey And Trout 

Trout and salmon season started April 9th; fishing 
has been slow due to high, cold water in Vermont. The 
best spring fishing for brookies, browns, rainbows, lake 
trout and landlocked salmon is expected in May after 
the last of the snow has melted and water temperatures 
start to rise into the 50's. With the spring turkey gob¬ 
bler season starting May 8 and continuing through 

May 31, there is excellent 
opportunity to combine 
TH hunting with good 
SB fishing. 


With all the rain this past week, fishing for the trout 
that has been stocked by the Division recently is a hit 
and miss deal I have heard of few fish taken, but more 
often the angler has returned home with an empty 
creel.
